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BECKHAM MEETS GURKHAS

A DISGRACED deputy head who 
sent sexually-charged messages to 
a vulnerable pupil has escaped a 
jail sentence. 

William Whillock, known as Bill, of 
Headcom Road, Staplehurst, was charged 
with possessing 14 indecent images of a 
teenage schoolgirl. 

The New School at West Heath teacher was 
sentenced at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Whillock - who was also head of child protec¬ 
tion at the school, near Sevenoaks - was given 
a three-year community order. 

The father of the victim, who attended the 
sentencing, said Whillock should been jailed 
for his crimes. 

He said: “He is lucky he didn’t end up going 
to prison, but the situation was nipped in the 
bud. If the messages hadn’t been found it could 
have continued and we might be in a very dif¬ 
ferent situation. He got off very lightly. He 
should have gone to prison -1 wanted him to.” 

Shamed Whillock, who turned 57 on Friday, 
was reported to the head mistress of the 
school, where Princess Diana attended as a 
child, by a colleague on January 13. 

The fellow teacher became suspicious after 
she spotted the 17-year-old girl writing ‘I love 
Bill’ on a folder and then discovered dozens of 
inappropriate text and media messages on the 
victim’s mobile phone. 

He admitted he had received the images and 
claimed he had told the girl it was wrong and 
asked her to stop. But messages were later

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Lansley gives 
hope to saving 
maternity unit

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans to downgrade 
Maidstone’s maternity unit 
have received a major boost 
after the new Secretary of 
State promised to give com¬ 
munities more power. 

Conservative Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley announced on 
Friday that NHS Trusts’ proposals 
would be required to meet a new set 
of guidelines to be granted approval. 

The decision could affect 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust’s plan to move its con¬ 
sultant-led maternity unit to the 
new Pembury hospital. 

Mr Lansley said: “Today I am ful¬ 
filling the pledge I made before the 
election to put an end to the imposi¬ 
tion of top-down reconfigurations in 
the NHS. 

‘We are committed to devolving 
power to local communities - to the 
people, patients, GPs and councils 
who are best placed to determine the 
nature of their local NHS services. 

“Local decision making is essen¬ 
tial to improve outcomes for 
patients and drive up quality.” 

Newly-appointed Maidstone and 
the Weald MP Helen Grant has 
fiercely campaigned to overturn the 
NHS Trust’s decision and pledged it 
would be on the top of her list if 
elected. 

She now hopes the new guide¬ 
lines will help her deliver on her 
promise. 

Mrs Grant said: “I am thrilled to 
hear of our election pledge coming 
through so quickly. 

“It just goes to show that our voic¬ 
es have been heard loud and clear 
and we can make that difference. 

“This is not the end of the story 
but the new criteria that the NHS 
Trust will have to meet in order to 
get their plan through looks espe-

daily difficult here in Maidstone, 
not least because of the marvellous 
unified campaign and public sup¬ 
port that exists to keep a full mater¬ 
nity service in Maidstone.” 

The criteria NHS Trusts must 
meet to implement changes include 
demonstrating a focus on improv¬ 
ing patient outcomes, consider 
patient choice, have support from 
GP commissioners and be based on 
sound clinical advice. 

The maternity issue was referred 
to the Secretary of State’s office 
after it passed through Maidstone 
council and the Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel (IRP). 

It was feared the plans may not 
be eligible for the new criteria as in 
an article in The Daily Telegraph, 
written by the Health Secretary, he 
said advanced plans cannot be 
altered and work is already com¬ 
plete on the new Pembury unit. 

But Mrs Grant told 
Yourmaidstone she has spoken to 
the Health Secretary’s specialist 
advisor who indicated the plans will 
have to meet the new criteria. The 
Maidstone and Weald MP is due to 
meet with Mr Lansley next week. 

A spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust said 
they are waiting for an “official 
announcement” from the 
Department of Health.

Bentley driver busted 
for excesssive speed 

THE boss of a large IT company has 
been banned from driving for 56 days 
after being caught doing nearly dou¬ 
ble the speed limit in a luxury car. 

Paul Swords, 34, of Rougemont, 
West Mailing, will also have to pay a 
£1,000 fine. 

The Skype Group CEO admitted 
driving a Bentley Continental at 
88mph in a 50 mph zone on the A228 
West Mailing bypass on September 
19 last year. 

He pleaded guilty to speeding at 
Sittingboume Magistrates Court on 
May 12. The court heard a police offi¬ 
cer had to travel at between 109mph 
and 127mph to catch Swords.

discovered from him asking her to 
send more and even sexually proposi¬ 
tioning her. 

The court heard how he also 
repeatedly referred to the victim as 
princess and paid her inappropriate 
compliments. 

The father-of-three was arrested at 
the school the following day, January 
14, and immediately suspended. 

Mr Whillock said the relationship 
started professionally when the pupil 
joined the school in year eight or nine 
and that he offered her support as 
she did not have any friends. 

It was heard that the youngster’s 


parents and the head mistress knew 
he would text her and sometimes 
meet for coffee in Maidstone and 
Sevenoaks. 

In an interview with the police, the 
girl claimed she had ‘looked to him for 
support” since she was 13 years old. 

Prosecuting, Andrews Collings, 
said it became clear to the officers 
that she was defending Whillock. 

Mr Collings said during the inter¬ 
view the victim became distressed 
and fled the room. She later returned 
holding a knife and had taken an 
overdose of paracetamol. 

Her father said this behaviour has 
continued throughout the case and 
that his daughter had since taken to 


self harming and binge drinking. 

She was not present in court. 

Before sentencing, Judge Phillip 
Statman said: “Many indecent image 
cases regrettably come before this 
court where the victim of the images 
remained unidentified, here that is 
not the case for the images that you 
have downloaded referred to a pupil 
where you were deputy head master. 

‘You have committed what, in my 
judgement, is a very grave breach of 
trust.” 

Judge Statman commended the 
head mistress at The New School, 
which caters for students with “a 
wide range of difficulties”, for report¬ 
ing Whillock.

Football star is on 
tour in Afghanistan

FORMER England captain David 
Beckham met with Gurkhas when 
he visited Camp Bastion in 
Helmand Province, Afghanistan. 

He spoke to members of the Kent-based regi¬ 
ment and posed for pictures, as well as taking 
part in a short ceremony at a religious shrine 
the Nepalese soldiers have set up on the base. 

As a momento of his visit, the soldiers from 
1st Battalion Royal Gurkha Rifles presented 
the former Manchester United and Real 
Madrid star with a traditional kukri knife. 

Beckham, who arrived at Camp Bastion 
wearing a helmet and body armour, said: “To 
see the morale of the troops is really incredible. 
It first hit me on the way over when we were on 
the military plane flying in to Afghanistan. 

‘Abu can see the faces, you can see obviously 
they know they are leaving their families, but 
they’re so focused and they’ve got this look in 
their eyes that they’re just so confident and 
ready. That really is an unbelievable sight to 
see, and you feel it as well.” 

His three-day visit, which started on Friday, 
began with a 7.30am fried breakfast in the 
cookhouse and included a tour of the camp, 


which is home to 9,000 British soldiers as well 
as several hundred other coalition troops 

Beckham was shown how to handle weapon¬ 
ry, given a metal detector demonstration and 
even scored a penalty on a makeshift goal in 
the sand which had a net constructed from 
camouflage material. 

During the visit Beckham also paid his 
respects to soldiers who have lost their lives 
battling the Taliban at the memorial to casual¬ 
ties on the base. On his last day he saw British 
Army dog teams in action. 

Flags of St George were flown even more 


than usual at the base for the visit, which was 
a major boost to morale in a military base 
where watching football on television is one of 
the troops’ favourite occupations.. 

Beckham, 35, who is missing the World Cup 
through injury, said: “Just yesterday one of the 
troops was killed, and you feel it and you see 
the flags at half-mast and you feel the tension 
there. It really is, like I said, amazing to be 
around but you feel the love from everybody. 

“It just really is scary work. These guys are 
the bravest people I’ve ever met and it truly is 
an honour to be here.” 


Search for death

A MOTORIST has been charged with 
causing death by dangerous driving after 
a biker was killed in a crash.

The male rider, who police say was in 
his 40s and was not from Kent, was driv¬ 
ing a Honda CBR when he was in a colli¬ 
sion with a blue Jaguar S Type car near 
junction five, for Aylesford, on the M20. 

The motorcyclist died from severe 
injuries sustained in the crash. 

The coastbound carriageway was 
closed for more than seven hours for the 
serious collision investigation unit to 
scour the scene. Anyone who saw the 
incident or the vehicles involved is asked 
to call 01622 798 538. 

Friends attacked 
on the dancefloor 

TWO clubbers were hit in a cowardly 
attack while on a night out in Maidstone. 

The friends were on the dance floor at 
Liquid and Envy nightclub when a 
stocky man punched them sometime 
between lam and 1.30am on Saturday, 
May 8. One of the victims, 22, was 
punched in the face and left with severe 
injuries to his jaw. 

The offender, who was on the phone at 
the time of the attack, ran off and is 
believed to have left the Lockmeadow 
complex as a passenger in a blue Peugeot 
106 Cabriolet. Police want to hear from 
the female driver of the getaway car. 

The attacker is about 20 years old, 
white, 5ft7in, with dark brown spiky hair 
and was wearing blue jeans and a 
salmon pink top with a round neck. He 
has a distinctive tribal tattoo on one arm.

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New area police chief vows to tackle crime in mid Kent on the back of mass day of action

streets safer 


MID Kent’s new area commander 
has promised to make the streets 
safer than ever before as he 
launches a crackdown on crime. 

Newly appointed Chief Superintendent 
Matthew Nix wants to bring a new approach 
to policing in Maidstone and Swale by step¬ 
ping up patrols in a bid to deter offences and 
build relations with residents. 

“Both areas have the same aims and they 
are something that I have made very clear 
to all of the staff” he said. 

“I have two priorities - improving public 
confidence by dealing with anti-social 
behaviour and crime that matters to people 
locally, and secondly, reducing anti-social 
behaviour and crime. 

“Every one of my staff has a role to play in 
delivering these two aims. 

“The simple message I want to get across is 
we are here to serve the public and although 
mid Kent is already a safe place to work and 
visit I am determined to make it even safer.” 

Since accepting his new role about three 
weeks ago, Ch Sup Nix has launched a num¬ 
ber of initiatives to deter crime in Maidstone, 
Sittingboume, Sheemess and Faversham. 

A special mid Kent day of action, held last 
Wednesday, saw more than 100 officers, 
from all ranks, arrest 15 suspected offend¬ 
ers following a series of raids and stop 
searches. 

The majority of those arrested were 
linked to drug offences which fuels existing 
speculation that the area has an ongoing 
drug issue - something Ch Sup Nix argues. 

Initiative drives 

HUNDREDS of DIY shoppers had their 
cars made secure from potential thieves 
in a police initiative. 

More than 300 drivers stopped at 
Wickes in Maidstone to have their num¬ 
bers plate fitted with anti-tamper screws 
for free. 

The special screws aim to tackle a 
nationwide problem where plates are 
stolen and then cloned by criminals, 
potentially leaving the victim open to 
speeding fines, congestion charges and 
other offences. 

Crime reduction officer for Maidstone, 
John Grant, said: “Victims of this kind of 
crime might not be aware until penalty 
charge tickets arrive on the doormat. 

“You then have the difficulty and

He said: ‘When mid Kent is compared to 
other places in the country we do not have 
a drug problem, but where it is taking place 
in the area we will deal with it. 

“Those types of crimes that have an 
adverse impact on the public’s quality of life 
are a priority.” 

He also defended the operation from com¬ 
ments made by readers who think all ranks 
of officers should be on the street the major¬ 
ity of the time. 

“What people didn’t see was we still had 
the neighbourhood officers present and 
that will continue. We brought in addition¬ 
al resources for the special day of action. 

“Police and staff have to undertake a 
range of roles and we are looking to increase 
the number of police out on the streets.” 

He promised residents would see more 
days of action in the near future. 

Ch Sup Nix also brings a personal touch 
to the role of area commander as he cur¬ 
rently lives in Maidstone and worked with 
the force in Sittingboume and Faversham 
for more than 12 years. 

The father-of-three feels his background 
with mid Kent will benefit the residents. 

He said: “I think the fact I live in 
Maidstone helps us provide a better quality 
service that is personal. 

“I have been talking to my staff and they 
share my pride in working for mid Kent.” 

Ch Sup Nix succeeds former area com¬ 
mander Alasdair Hope and is now respon¬ 
sible for more than 700 members of staff.

The warrant was executed on Wednesday, 
May 19, as part of an operation to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour and crime in Maidstone, 
Sittingboume, Faversham and Sheemess.

hand with new initiative

Do you recognise 
suspected thieves? 

POLICE have released images of two 
suspected robbers who targeted a 
teenage boy in an alleyway. 

The male offenders, who are in their 
late teens, stopped the 16-year-old as he 
walked through the passageway 
between Buckland Road and Buckland 
Lane on Tuesday, May 4. 

They threatened the victim and then 
stole his Sony Eriksson mobile phone. 

Detective sergeant Darren Ryder, who 
is investigating the incident, said: “We 
are taking the unusual step of releasing 
these two e-fits in the hope that someone 
may recognise them. 

“Alternatively, those pictured may 
wish to come forward and rule them¬ 
selves out of our inquiries. 

‘We take any reports of robbery seri¬ 
ously and have set up a dedicated team, 
headed by myself to deal with violent 
crime offences and ensure that victims of 
this crime receive a professional and 
supportive service. 

“I would like members of the public to 
study these images and if they recognise

CHARITY workers hope a new 
partnership will help rid the streets 
of homeless-related crimes. 

Kent-based organisation Porchlight has 
joined forces with Maidstone council to tackle 
rough sleeping, street drinking, drug use and 
illegal busking. 

The teams will patrol the hotspots in the 
town to assist homeless people access support 
for housing, health, finance and specialist drug 
and alcohol treatments. 

Gill Bryant, strategic area manager for the 
charity’s outreach service, hopes the initiative 
will ultimately improve life for the whole com¬ 
munity. 

She said: “A core part of Porchlight’s work is 
to strengthen communities. The expertise of the 
street population workers will not only help 
rebuild vulnerable people’s lives, but also 
improve the community for everyone who lives 
in Maidstone. 

“We understand the variety of issues faced by 
vulnerable and single homeless people and we 
are there to tackle them on an individual basis.” 

Ms Bryant would also like the whole commu¬ 
nity to be involved in the project. 

She added: ‘We really want the public to 
become involved. Our team regularly go out 
early in the morning to try and engage with 


rough sleepers and with extra intelligence from 
the public we can really help more people.” 

The scheme is funded as part of the govern¬ 
ment’s strategy to end rough sleeping in 
England by 2012. 

Maidstone council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, councillor Malcolm Greer, said: 
‘We had an opportunity to bid for additional 
resources with Porchlight and we were delight¬ 
ed when the government recognised the 
strength of this bid and provided the funding. 

“We identified that Maidstone has a unique 
older street homeless population that we aim to 
help and offer solutions to enable them to come 
off the street and back into the community.” 


According to figures obtained by the council, 
there are 28 residents currently registered on 
the rough sleeper list. The rough sleeper list 
gives the council an indication of how many 
people are on the streets but does not mean 
they sleep in the open every night. 

There are two shelters in the town - 
Maidstone Day Centre, in Lily Smith House, 
Knightrider Street, which has 42 bed spaces and 
Trinity Foyer, in Church Street, which caters for 
homeless youngsters and also has 42 beds.

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History was being made before my eyes 



Two years ago reporter PHIL REILLY left KOS Media for his dream job - to be a press 
officer at Liberal Democrat HQ. A passionate supporter of the party, even he did not 
foresee the General Election would produce a Cabinet with five Lib Dem members. 
Here, he gives an exclusive behind-the-scenes account of the first televised leaders' 
debate that started the bandwagon which ended with Nick Clegg as Deputy PM 


THE night of the first leaders’ 
debate in Manchester was just 
about the most surreal of my life. 

The debate itself took place in Granada 
Studios, a few hundred yards down the 
road from the plush surroundings of the 
Hilton Hotel - home to ‘Spin Alley - 
which is where I spent the evening. 

This was a vast, high-ceilinged, wood- 
panelled chamber with a huge cinema 
screen at one end, in front of two dozen 
rows of desks where the hundred-odd hacks 
from national and international newspa¬ 
pers and broadcasters tapped away fero¬ 
ciously at their laptops. 

At the back of the room, scaffolding was 
set up for the BBC, ITV and Sky News to 
broadcast from, and space for the reporters 
to hobnob with politicians and spin doctors 
while TV and radio producers scuttled 
around. 

I was there as part of the Lib Dem team, 
my main task being to negotiate my way 
round the room with the now Energy and 
Climate Change Secretary Chris Huhne, 
mingling with the journos, making sure he 
was in the right place for the Newsnights, 
Skys and 5 Lives, and discussing the night’s 
star turn by Nick Clegg. 

We watched the debate on a flat-screen 
TV in our private green room behind the 
main chamber, alongside Paddy Ashdown, 
Vince Cable, Danny Alexander and col¬ 
leagues from the press office, chewing tiny 
egg and cress sandwiches and processed 
ham wraps. 

To be honest, it was hard to keep any real 
sense of perspective as the debate went on. 

There was much pacing around and whis¬ 
pering in ears, as well as the odd cheer and 
applause when Nick came out with a great 
line or a well-made argument. As it went 
on, we all had the sense that Nick was 
doing well - we were watching the ITV 
‘worm’, the online polls and the reaction on 
Twitter - but what did people watching at 
home think? 

Plaudits 

Nick, despite all the plaudits that came 
his way following his performance, started 
with a huge disadvantage. The Liberal 
Democrats, to put it bluntly, didn’t have the 
luxury of being able to import expensive 
advisers from the Obama campaign, or any 
other, as Labour and the Tories did. 

Nick’s preparation, in which I played only 
a minor part, was carried out very much in- 
house and from scratch. 

But it seemed to work. As the debate 
drew to a close, we prepared to head back to 
Spin Alley to put our side of events across 
to the journalists and broadcasters in the 
hope it would be reflected in the instant 
coverage and the following morning’s 
papers. 

The room, which had been crowded, but 
relatively quiet before the debate, was now 
a full-blown media circus. 

Everywhere you looked there were secre¬ 
taries of state, Alastair Campbells and 
Charlie Whelans, George Osbornes and 
William Hagues, surrounded by crowds 
half-a-dozen deep of cameramen and hacks 
scribbling away in shorthand and shouting 
their questions. 

We were surrounded as we entered and it 
was clear from the first questions that peo¬ 
ple had seen the debate the same way we 
had. Nick Clegg had won, and won convinc¬ 
ingly. This was reinforced as the first 
instant polls flooded in, which spread 
through the room in a mass game of 
Chinese whispers. All of a sudden, Peter 
Mandelson wafted into the room. 

A huge huddle enveloped him - all cam¬ 
era lenses, raised hands and shrieked frag¬ 
ments of questions. For a few minutes he 
held them all rapt as he repeated his pre¬ 
prepared line - that Clegg had won on 
style, but Brown on substance - then he 
wafted away as quickly as he had arrived. 

As the melee continued I found myself 


barged by Cabinet ministers, glared at by oppo¬ 
sition spin doctors, gossiping with BBC corre¬ 
spondents and shooting the breeze with 
Theresa May’s aide as we waited for our 
charges to finish debating on Newsnight. 

Soon enough the print journalists wrapped 
up, their copy filed, and headed, presumably, for 
the hotels and bars of central Manchester. 

The broadcasters continued their work for 
another hour or two, but slowly the number of 
people milling around behind them dwindled 
and everyone went their separate ways. It was 
all quite a lot to take in. 

For two years leading up to this point, my job 
had been to fight for every scrap of coverage 


possible for the Lib Dems in newspapers and on 
television. The media is used to seeing every¬ 
thing as a tug-of-war between Labour and the 
Tories, especially with the prospect of a close 
election and a change of government looming, 
so airtime and column inches were hard to 
come by. In an hour and a half of primetime tel¬ 
evision all that changed, and as the evening 
progressed that fact slowly dawned on me. 

As we packed away our laptops in the green 
room afterwards Paddy Ashdown came in to 
congratulate us all. But he also sounded a note 
of caution, warning us that Nick’s success 
would make him a target as never before. 

Despite this, my press office colleagues and I 


stumbled our way back to the nearby Premier 
Inn at around midnight, excitedly trying to 
read the next day’s front pages on BlackBerries 
and iPhones. 

What happened in the days and weeks that 
followed - ‘Cleggmania’, the bizarre ‘Clegg in 
Nazi Slur on Britain’ headlines, the two further 
debates, the press conferences, the round-the- 
clock campaigning, the journalists and photog¬ 
raphers camped outside the office, election 
night and the disappointment that the surge 
subsided as people’s pencils hovered over the 
ballot papers, the ‘big, open and comprehensive 
offer’, the days and nights of negotiations with 
the Conservatives and Labour, the coalition 
agreement, the announcement of Cabinet posts 
and the special conference - all passed so quick¬ 
ly that now it all seems one long blur. 

I’ve barely had a full night’s sleep since the 
campaign began, so it’s hard to take stock of it 
all right now. It has been the most full-on, exhil¬ 
arating and exhausting experience of my life. 
Now, of course, comes the governing. 

I don’t suppose it’s going to get much easier.

YOUNG recruits from across the 
county were put to the test during 
an Army challenge day 

More than 70 youngsters completed a gru¬ 
elling series of tasks at the Sir John Moore 
Barracks in Folkestone, under the watchful 
gaze of serving soldiers. 

The day saw public uniformed service stu¬ 
dents from MidKent College in Medway and 
Maidstone and sixth formers from the Howard 
School in Rainham take on a number of 
demanding physical and mental activities. 

They were marked on challenges including 
observation, casualty evacuation and laser 
clay shooting and also tried their hand at an 
imposing assault course. 

MidKent College’s Medway team were 
scored as the best unit, and also saw off their 
competitors in the tug-of-war competition. 

MidKent College student Lauren Bremner 
said: “I have always wanted to join the Army 
and today has allowed me to get a real taste of 
Army life. I particularly enjoyed the observa¬ 
tion and casualty tasks and having my fitness 
levels tested.” 

The 16-year-old has signed up to the Army’s 
bursary scheme, a financial support initiative 
aimed at youngsters planning to enrol after 
college. 

Financial rewards are available once they 
have completed their courses and also once 
they have finished their Army basic training. 

Lieutenant Colonel Stephen Hall, command¬ 
er of regional recruiting, said: “The day was

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Fears plans to 
rebuild schools 
will be ditched

A BILLION pound project which 
would see every secondary school 
in the county rebuilt or refur¬ 
bished could be scrapped under 
the new Government’s plans. 

Ten of the 36 planned schools have started 
construction work and have contracts to fin¬ 
ish the buildings, but the future could look 
bleak for the majority of Kent and Medway’s 
secondary schools. 

The celebrated Building Schools for the 
Future (BSF) project was introduced by 
Labour in 2005-06, in a bid to improve every 
secondary centre in the country. 

And with Kent’s overall BSF programme - 
the largest building scheme in Europe - 
worth an estimated £1.8 billion, County Hall 
officials believed it could transform 21st cen¬ 
tury education. 

Last September, Tory Kent County Council 
leader Paul Carter praised the new schools 
initiative, stating it would give the county’s 
young people first-class facilities. 

But after the Con-Lib coalition took over 
government, spending plans under BSF - 
£55bn nationally - look set for review, with 
fears funding could be mas¬ 
sively reduced. 

Education chiefs are wor¬ 
ried some of the cash out¬ 
lined for the BSF pro¬ 
gramme could be used on 
academies - which are state- 
funded, but established and 
managed by sponsors - as 
well as the Tories’ proposed 
‘free schools’. 

These free schools would 
be state-funded, but set up 
by private organisations or 
parent and teacher groups 
to compete with state 
schools in a bid to drive up 
standards. 

Despite initial praise from 
Cllr Carter for BSF, he told 
this newspaper he agreed 
with new education secre¬ 
tary Michael Gove, who 
called for a review of the scheme. 

Cllr Carter said: “Whichever party came 
into government it’s most unlikely we would 
have had the same amount of money due to 
spending cuts that need to be made. I’m 
expecting a cut of 25-35 per cent for BSF.” 

Competition 

Two weeks before the General Election Cllr 
Carter revealed his fears to the BBC over the 
free schools policy and academies, claiming 
they could threaten the local schools’ budgets. 

But he retracted his comments, claiming he 
was 100 per cent behind the then-shadow 
education secretary Michael Gove’s plans. 

He told KOS Media this week: “There is no 
disagreement between myself and Mr Gove. 

“As long as there is fair competition and fair 
funding across the board, I think it’s good to 
introduce some competition between schools.” 

But school heads not yet to sign contracts 
under the BSF programme fear if the scheme 
is scrapped they may not get their much- 
needed refurbishments. 

Already £500m has been secured in Kent 
from Partnership for Schools, which is 
responsible for government’s capital invest¬ 
ment projects. 

Andrew Somers is headteacher of

Hartsdown Technology College in Margate, 
one of the schools in the second wave of BSF 
without a signed contract. 

“It would be a massive disappointment if it 
doesn’t go ahead,” he said. 

“It would put us at a huge disadvantage 
against schools that have been refurbished. 
We can’t deliver the new curriculum without 
these facilities. 

‘We’re in one of the most deprived areas in 
Kent. Our school was built in the 1950s with 
flat roofs which leak - the sports hall roof 
cost £45,000 to repair. 

Without repairs we’d have to struggle on, 
but it’s unfair on the 
pupils and staff.” 

Just down the road from 
Hartsdown is St George’s 
CofE Foundation School in 
Broadstairs, one of the 
first to be completed under 
the BSF programme. 

Headteacher Kim Stoner 
said the rebuild was 
“inspiring”, with £1 million 
of ICT facilities and new 
open learning areas. 

“This is the start of a new 
future for the school where 
eveiybody can realise their 
aspirations,” she said. 

Although Mrs Stoner 
would not comment on the 
possible axing of BSF 
funding, she admitted it 
would be disappointing for 
any schools to miss out. 

Kent independent education advisor Peter 
Read echoed her words and said he would be 
furious if funding for BSF was cut with acad¬ 
emies and free schools going ahead. 

He said: We are in a government financial 
crisis. I can understand the reduction in BSF, 
but to continue vast funding for academies 
while other schools in poor conditions are not 
being repaired is unforgivable. Funding for a 
new academy is more expensive at around 
£35m, whereas a BSF school is £20m. 

“But Michael Gove sees it that if he scraps 
BSF and supports academies and free schools 
he still saves money.” 

Mr Read also hit out at the free schools pol¬ 
icy, stating the centres would only benefit 
middle-class areas. 

“Who is going to set up a school in a 
deprived area? And yet these are the places in 
greatest need,” he said. 

A statement from Partnership for Schools 
stated the Department for Education had not 
yet made a decision on BSF funding, but 
admitted the Government would be under¬ 
taking a full comprehensive spending review. 

“Ministers will shortly be considering their 
spending priorities, which will take into 
account all areas of spending, including 
schools capital.”

Endangered purple 
herons find sanctuary 


A NESTING pair of purple 
herons have set up home in 
Dungeness - the first time 
in the UK. 

The striking birds breed 
in southern Europe and 
visit the UK in small num¬ 
bers each year. 

But the nesting pair on 
the Dungeness peninsula 
are set to be the first to lay 
eggs and raise young in the 
country. 

The RSPB has set up a 
round-the-clock guard to 
protect the birds, with the 
help of Kent Police. 


Samantha Dawes, the 
RSPB’s conservation 
manager in the South East, 
said: “Purple herons are 
high up on the list of birds 
that we expect to see setting 
up home in southern 
Britain as the changing 
climate pushes them fur¬ 
ther north.” 

Meanwhile the RSPB 
says the Dungeness nature 
reserve is under threat by 
the proposed expansion of 
Lydd airport - claims 
strongly denied by airport 
chiefs.

THE tragic suicide of Vicky Harrison 
has been much in the news. 

Despite having ten GCSEs, A-C, and three A-levels, 
she was unable to find a job despite applying for 200 
positions. Sad? Yes. But understandable, perhaps. 

Recently, a maths exercise book that had been used 
by the Prince of Wales at Gordonstoun in 1963, when 
he was 14 came to light. The Prince failed his maths O- 
level first time, but passed the following year. A pass at 
O-level was equivalent to a C or better at GCSE today. 

The book was assessed by a professor at Plymouth 
University without knowledge of the owner’s name. 
He commented that the level was at least an A grade 
today, with some of it now being in the A-level syllabus. 
And this without the aid of calculators or computers. 

This disparity raises some pertinent questions as to 
the value of modem qualifications. If a scraped pass 
in 1965 would now be rated at least grade A, what is 
the real level of grades B and C? 

Come to that, how would modem A-levels compare 
in standard with those of more than 40 years ago? 

At the time Prince Charles was at school, I attended 
a direct-grant grammar school - an independent 
school that received a grant for accepting the 
brightest pupils from state primaries. The academic 
level was very high. Despite that, no pupil took more 
than 8 or 9 O-levels, or three A-levels. By no means all 
of those went to university. Nowadays, ten or more 
GCSEs are not uncommon, nor are four A-levels. 


Pardon my scepticism, but I do not think the 
modem generation are any more intelligent than we 
were, all that time ago. More likely the courses are 
more superficial and the exams less rigorous. 

I blame successive governments for giving pupils 
inflated perceptions of their abilities. I do not blame the 
pupils - they are products of the system - but I do feel 
sorry for them. They have been conned into thinking a 
degree is a passport to a well-paid occupation when, 
unfortunately, the skills they offer are not wanted. 

In the 1980s, combining O-level with the CSE 
(Certificate of Secondary Education) was a good thing 
- it gave a level playing field. So too was the concept 
of the National Curriculum. If politicians had just 
stopped there, things would have been fine - a core of 
compulsory subjects with a common exam for each. 

But no, politicians had to keep meddling. 

Under the Thatcherite doctrines of privatisation 
and market forces, schools had to pretend to be 
businesses, striving for custom. League tables were 
intoduced that encouraged schools effectively to cheat 
and place more emphasis on published exam results 
than the optimal education for each. 

We have ended up with thousands of graduates in 
obscure and woolly subjects from obscure and woolly 
universities. Education needs a root-and-branch 
clear-out. But we won’t get it. Poor Vicky Harrison.

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MP takes maternity 
issue to parliament 

After a dramatic first week in 
Westminster, seeing the first 
coalition government being formed 
since World War Two, I have got to 
work on the big issues. 

The first item on my action list 
was the maternity campaign and 
my first action as MP was to write 
to the new Secretary of State for 
Health, the Rt Hon Andrew 
Lansley, to arrange a meeting. 

I met with Andrew prior to the 
election and he agreed to a meeting 
with me and Glenn Douglas, the 
Chief Executive of Maidstone & 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, to 
discuss their planned 
reconfiguration of the maternity 
services between Maidstone and 
Pembury Hospitals. I will follow up 
my letter to Andrew by tabling a 
written question to Parliament 
about the issue on May 25. 

I also made sure I met with 
newly appointed Health Minister 
Anne Milton MP to progress the 
matter on Thursday, May 13 during 
my first week in Parliament. 

I have been fighting the decision 
to downgrade Maidstone’s 
maternity as a member of the 
successful cross-party MASH team 
since 2008. The issue was referred 
to the Secretary of State by a Kent 
County Council scrutiny committee 
in March 2010 and was referred to 
the Independent Reconfiguration 
Panel for review. 

It is not yet known how far their 
review has progressed.

Mixed response to 
planning changes 

The new coalition Government has 
announced changes they plan to 
make to the planning system. Here 
is Protect Kent’s view on how this 
may affect us in Kent. 

* ‘We will rapidly abolish regional 
spatial strategies and return 
decision-making powers on housing 
and planning to local councils, 
including giving councils new 
powers to stop ‘garden grabbing’.” 

Getting rid of the South East 
Plan will remove a lot of housing 
targets across Kent, but could 
undermine regeneration efforts in 
places like Ashford, Dover, 
Sittingboume and Dartford. 

Protect Kent feels the good news 


is that it will take away the policy 
support for railfreight depots like 
KIG and kill off the BIG freight 
depot proposed for Wrotham, Platt 
and Borough Green. 

‘Garden Grabbing’ has been a 
bane in West Kent in particular 
where gardens have been sold off 
and packed with houses and even 
apartment blocks. 

* In the longer term, we will 
radically reform the planning 
system to give neighbourhoods far 
more ability to determine the shape 
of the places in which their 
inhabitants live, based on the 
principles set out in the 
Conservative Party publication 
‘Open Source Planning’. 

It will be interesting to see how 
this pans out. The uncertainty that 
all this will cause will slow down a 
lot of planning processes. 

* We will abolish the unelected 
Infrastructure Planning 
Commission and replace it with an 
efficient and democratically 
accountable system that provides a 
fast-track process for major 
infrastructure projects.” 

We campaigned vociferously 
against the IPC. We still need to 
keep an eye on how this develops. 

* We will publish and present to 
Parliament a simple and 
consolidated national planning 
framework covering all forms of 
development and setting out 
national economic, environmental 
and social priorities.” 

This sounds great but we are 
concerned it could turn out to be 
more complicated. We do, however, 


fully support the next point: 

* We will maintain the Green 
Belt, Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSIs) and other 
environmental protections, and 
create a new designation to protect 
green areas of importance to local 
communities. 

We will explore a range of 
measures to bring empty homes 
into use.” 

We feel this is a good thing. A big 
chunk of the housing shortage 
could be addressed by bringing 
back into use the tens of thousands 
of houses lying empty. 
Unfortunately the next point could 
be very damaging: 

* We will promote ‘Home on the 
Farm’ schemes that encourage 
farmers to convert existing 
buildings into affordable housing. 

We will create new trusts that 
will make it simpler for 
communities to provide homes for 
local people.” 

This sounds good, but the detail 
may create more problems. 

* We will introduce new powers 
to help communities save local 
facilities and services threatened 
with closure, and give communities 
the right to bid to take over local 
state-run services.” 

This sounds good. Post Office 
closures caused a lot of problems in 
rural communities in Kent. 

* “We will require continuous 
improvements to the energy 
efficiency of new housing.” 

Protect Kent questions exactly 
what this means. Either increasing 
building standards over time or 
that once built new houses should 
become more energy efficient? The 
below point is equally as vague: 

We will provide incentives for 
local authorities to deliver 
sustainable development, including 
for new homes and businesses.”

Absenteeism target 

ABSENCE rates have a direct 
correlation with how Kent’s secondary 
schools fare in Ofsted inspections, 
according to new figures. 

Of the four secondary schools currently 
rated “inadequate” in the county, three 
are among the ten worst for persistent 
absence. 

The figures were revealed in a report 
to members of Kenr County Council’s 
learning and development policy 
overview and scrutiny committee. 

Councillors were also told Kent had 
reached its target of no more than 5.5 
per cent persistent absence a year early. 

Rates of overall absenteeism have 
shown a year-on-year decrease from 8.19 
per cent in 2006/07 to 7.63 per cent in 
2008/09, which is still higher than the 
national average of 7.21 per cent.

KENT County Council has agreed 
to open itself up to greater scrutiny 
by publishing details of its monthly 
accounts. 

The move comes just weeks after Liberal 
Democrat councillors accused the ruling 
Conservative administration of being opposed 
to transparency over what it spends taxpayers’ 
money on. 

However, cabinet member for finance Cllr 
John Simmonds said it was something he had 
planned to do for some time. 

“We’ve been working on it for a year or so,” he 
said. “It’s nothing new. The runes were there 
and we knew it was something both Labour and 
the Tories wanted nationally, so we would have 
been stupid to bury our heads in the sand only 
to then panic when it was forced upon us.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron has already 
said he intends to make it a statutory duty for 
local authorities to publish much more 
information about how public money is spent by 
councils. 

Cllr Simmonds revealed that KCC is to 
develop proposals on how to publish regular 
accounts of its spending and that it wants to 
implement them within a year. 

However, he said the information needed to be

relevant enough to warrant the time and money 
spent on providing it. 

He said: “The problem I have is that in the 
‘£500 or more’ category, we’re talking about 
300,000 entries per year or almost 6,000 per 
week. 

“If you toss this amount of information into 
the ether, who is going to look at it and will it be 
meaningful? 

‘We want it to have some purpose. We don’t 


want to throw it all out there just so we can say 
: ‘aren’t we good’. 

“Already with the Freedom of Information Act 
we receive a lot of spurious requests that are 
expensive to run and you’re never quite sure 
where the individual is going with it. That’s 
money that can be spent in better ways.” 

KCC came under fire last month when it was 
revealed that during 2008/09 County Hall had 
more senior officers earning in excess of £100,000 
a year than any local authority in the UK. 

The council also refused to name who was 
earning what and Cllr Simmonds said that 
would not change when it starts to publish 
monthly accounts. 

He added: “I think we’re going to have to 
provide details of people’s salaries. I don’t mind 
releasing job titles, but I hope we won’t have to 
identify individuals. 

“I doubt there are many people who would like 
everyone to know how much they earn.” 

Last month, Lib Dems accused the Tories of 
snubbing their request to discuss ways of 
publishing the council’s expenses. 

However, Lib Dem group leader Cllr Trudy 
Dean welcomed Cllr Simmonds’ statements, 
despite his refusal to discuss the plans in public. 

She said: “It’s a shame he’s chosen to do it in 
one of the committees that is private. 

“It’s chaired by me, I’ll give him that, but if 
we’re looking at the principles of transparency, 
then why can’t it be held in public?”

The critically-acclaimed Nashville star has 
released six albums and consistently attracted 
the praise of the music press. During the last 
15 years, she has carved out a reputation as a 
gifted singer-songwriter and written for a 
number of high-profile country artists such as 
Radney Foster, Trisha Yearwood and George 
Ducas.

IT’S more than 100 years 
since Rudyard Kipling 
painted a famous portrait 
of the East in his poem, 
Mandalay - and when you 
sail down the Ayeyarwady 
River in Burma on a luxury 
cruiser you feel that little 
has changed since then. 

It is hardly, of course, a coincidence 
that the boat we are travelling on car¬ 
ries the same name as Oley Speaks’ 
later song adaptation of the poem. 

The 300ft Road To Mandalay car¬ 
ries 82 passengers in old colonial 
grandeur and five-star cabins. 

To catch the boat, you fly to 
Singapore and on to Yangon before 
catching the rackety plane which 
hovers above dense green jungles, 
with Burmese military men taking 
all the front seats. 

After that, the creature comforts of 
The Road To Mandalay are a sooth¬ 
ing surprise. 

The £4 million refurbishment has 
created an elegant restaurant with 
teak wall carvings from Amanpura. 
Also, 34 new state and deluxe cabins 
have en-suite bathrooms with jade 
tiles and walk-in showers. 

Now we can sit on deck as 
Kipling’s vivid vision of dawn break¬ 
ing like thunder and temples shim¬ 
mering in the sunlight comes to life 
before our eyes. 

Children splash in the shallows, 
playing tag among themselves while 
their mothers wash the family’s 
longyis - traditional Burmese robes - 
in the river’s thick, khaki-green water. 

Fishermen, armed only with bam¬ 
boo sticks for rods and the bottoms of 
plastic bottles for goggles, hunt their 
daily catch from long-tail boats. 

Beyond the river’s banks, hundreds 
of pagodas - some made of red sand¬ 
stone, others gilded with gold leaf - 
are scattered across the rice fields. 

Burma, for much of the time, seems

to have missed out on the 20th centu¬ 
ry: Or perhaps it is a trick of the 
strange, ethereal quality of the light. 

Before setting sail from Mandalay, 
I took a rowing boat out on Taung 
Tha Man lake. The light at dusk 
broke through the teak struts of U 
Bein’s bridge - a l,300m-long skele¬ 
tal structure rising from the water. 

However, one of the most exhila¬ 
rating experiences Burma offers 
awaited us 120 miles downstream. 

A hot-air balloon whisked us 
2,000ft above the ancient city of 
Bagan for a breathtaking view of its 
4,000 temples, stupas and pagodas. 

The city itself no longer exists, but 
its shrines to Buddha, built over 
hundreds of years on a stretch of 
delta the size of Manhattan Island, 
appear one by one at sunrise to form 
an intricate, crimson patchwork on 
an ochre landscape. 

After our bumpy landing, eased by 
Champagne, we joined a bicycle tour 
for a close-up view of Bagan’s temples.

• With no Burmese currency, the Kyat, 
available outside the country, tourists pay 
in dollars. Notes should be of low denomi¬ 
nation (below $20), clean and crisp.

Many are adorned with frescos 
telling the story of Buddha and 
although most have decayed in to 
ruin, or are awaiting restoration fol¬ 
lowing the devastating 1975 earth¬ 
quake, there are a few murals worth 
seeing - thanks to the intervention 
of UNESCO. 

It is easy to be overawed by spec¬ 
tacular monuments to Buddhism in 
Bagan. While a temple, stupa or 
pagoda can be found at every turn, 
Burmese people deeply respect the 
religion and the monks - even if 
they are not committed Buddhists. 

Given the tense political situation, 
many travellers avoid Burma. 
However, Orient-Express argues its 
involvement preserves jobs - around 
150 on the boat and 110 at The 
Governor's Residence Hotel. 

Square your own conscience before 
you depart. Repression may enable 
Burma to preserve the mysteiy of the 
Orient, lost beneath tourist hordes in 
other parts of south-east Asia.

Exotic locations and bird-brained 
antics save game's screen move

INSPIRED by the best-selling 
video games series, Prince Of 
Persia: The Sands Of Time is a 
rollicking escapade that marries 
gorgeous Moroccan locations with 
state-of-the-art visual effects. 

The time-bending storyline of Mike Newell’s 
big-budget adventure incorporates a romantic 
subplot to appeal to female audiences who 
might otherwise give this testosterone-heavy 
romp a wide berth. 

The casting of a buffed-up Jake Gyllenhaal 
in the lead role will also prove a draw as the 
Oscar-nominated star of Brokeback Mountain 
casts aside his indie credentials to throw him¬ 
self into this mindless popcorn fodder. 

Physically, he is more than a match for any 
protracted fight sequence in Boaz Yakin, Doug 
Miro and Carlo Bernard’s predictable script 
and he nails the British accent of his gung-ho 
hero. 

However, there’s no emotional content and 
the flirtation with ballsy co-star Gemma 
Arterton remains suitably chaste so that his 
dashing saviour doesn’t soften his macho 
hunk image. 

A brief prologue establishes the lineage of 
King Sharaman with a visit to a Persian 
marketplace, where the monarch picks a 
street urchin called Dastan to become his 
surrogate son. 

“A son with no royal blood and no eye on his 
throne,” booms the voiceover. 

Fifteen years later, rugged Dastan (played 
by Gyllenhaal) joins his brothers Tus and 
Garsiv as they head for a fortress controlled by 
Princess Tamina (Arterton), which is 
rumoured to be the source of weapons for the 
king’s enemies. 

During the assault on the city defences, 

Dastan unwittingly acquires a mythical dag¬ 
ger - a powerful gift from the gods which 
allows the holder to reverse the flow of time.

He is then framed for the murder of his 
beloved father and forced to flee for his life, 
with Tamina in tow. 

Spurred on by their nefarious uncle Nizam 
(Ben Kingsley), Tus and jealous sibling Garsiv 
vow to slay Dastan in revenge for their father’s 
murder. 

Meanwhile, the outlaws encounter ostrich¬ 
racing supremo Amar and realise that the 
only way to unmask the real killer is to 
manipulate the dagger and turn back time. 

Prince Of Persia: The Sands Of Time would 
be much more fun as an interactive experi¬ 
ence, with the ability to control Dastan as he 


leaps and somersaults through each action- 
oriented interlude. As a film, it’s a pedestrian 
affair, enlivened by the comic relief of Amar, 
who loses his entire enterprise apart from one 
plucky bird with suicidal tendencies. 

Director Newell, who made Harry Potter 
And The Goblet Of Fire, orchestrates the set 
pieces with verve and he confidently melds 
live action elements with digital trickery. 

Yet even he is powerless to stop the special 
effects occasionally overwhelming the screen, 
building to a final flourish that skirts danger¬ 
ously close to the dreaded summation And it 
was only a dream...’

Buy-to-let market 
gets loans boost

THE buy-to-let sector looks likely to be 
revitalised following the re-introduction 
of 80 per cent mortgages to this area of 
the housing market. 

It marks an end to a long period dur¬ 
ing which lenders were wary of provid¬ 
ing funds for the buy to let market and 
were insisting on borrowers raising a 
significant deposit before providing any 
finance. 

This requirement stifled the market by 
making it difficult for investors to with¬ 
draw equity from their portfolios to 
make further purchases. 

This week’s re-introduction of 80 per 
cent mortgages for buy-to-let properties 
means that landlords now only need to 
find a deposit of 20 per cent in order to 
purchase homes to let. 

Although the offer is currently only 
available to experienced landlords, it is a 
major leap forward and I expect to see 
further enhancements in the weeks and 
months to come. 

We are still some way off of seeing 85 
per cent borrowing available for buy-to- 
lets, which is where we were some time 
ago, but I don’t believe this is a bad thing 
if we want to see long-term growth and 
stability in the housing market as a 
whole. 

Fees are still an issue with buy-to-let 
mortgages, with many lenders charging 
up to 3.5 per cent at the outset. While 
this may work for smaller mortgages, it 
makes larger loans expensive and it 
would be helpful to see some lenders 
offering a fixed fee structure. 

As with all mortgages, landlords need 
to weigh up the total cost of borrowing 
and not just consider the headline rate, 
however appealing it may appear. 

This more relaxed lending approach is 
bound to result in more people buying 
second homes to let, and with house 
prices lower than they have been in the 
past, this may be the right time to buy. 

There are lots of options and pitfalls, 
though, so make sure you get profession¬ 
al advice before considering buying prop¬ 
erty to let.

Price rise allays fears 
of 'double dip' market

HOUSE prices will rise by an aver¬ 
age of £9,000 this year, despite a 
slower-than-usual start to 2010, 
economists have predicted. 

Interest rates will remain low, encouraging 
buyers to return to the market, and this will 
have the effect of boosting prices by 5.3 per 
cent this year, according to the Centre for 
Economics and Business Research (CEBR). 

It means the value of the average home in 
the UK would rise from £169,500, as calculat¬ 
ed by Britain’s biggest lender Halifax, to 
£178,500 by the end of this year. 

The predictions have gone on to look at how 
things will turn out over the coming years as 
well. There will be a lower increase of 3.4 per 
cent in 2011, followed by a strong rise of nine 
per cent in 2012, CEBR predicted. 

It comes after a fall in prices of more than 16 
per cent in 2008 amid the financial meltdown 
which severely hit the market and led to 
gloomy predictions about the future. 

David Hollingworth, of mortgage brokers 
London and Country, said: “It does not suggest 
that the market is back to normal, as transac¬ 
tions remain low, but it is a step in the right 
direction and it puts paid to suggestions of a 
double dip in the housing market.” 

The Bank of England is widely predicted to 
increase interest rates to 2.25 per cent by the 
end of 2011, but CEBR forecasts it will remain 


at 0.5 per cent until then. The group added, 
however, that the bank rate could be tem¬ 
porarily higher if there was a hung parlia¬ 
ment. But the impact of this was likely to be 
temporary, it said, and within 18 months rates 
would be back where they would have been if 


a single party had won the election. 

It suggested average mortgage rates will fall 
from current levels of around four per cent to 
three per cent by the beginning of 2011 as 
markets begin to realize that interest rates 
will stay lower for longer than expected. 


Fixed late loans reach new low 


FIXED-RATE mortgages have fallen to their 
lowest level since April 2007, while average 
two-year fixed-rate offers have fallen 3.36 per 
cent since April 2008, according to a new 
report. 

Hannah-Mercedes Skenfield, the mortgages 
channel manager for the website moneysuper- 
market.com, revealed the results of the com¬ 
pany’s study and said that it was promising 
that fixed-rate mortgage rates were “moving 
in the right direction” and were returning to 
their lowest level since the height of the reces¬ 
sion. 

She continued: “With inflation rising, the 
potential for the Bank of England to increase 
the base rate in the near future increases, so 
borrowers who are looking to fix their mort¬ 
gage repayment should consider whether now 


is the perfect time to switch.” 

However, Ms Skenfield added that borrow¬ 
ers need to consider any fees associated with 
the mortgage switch before they make any 
decisions to grab the lowest rate available, as 
the deal may not represent the best value in 
the long run. 

According to John Charcol research released 
this week, last month’s home loan market was 
dominated by variable rates, which accounted 
for 84 per cent of mortgages. 

The news comes alongside predictions for 
the future of the housing market over the next 
few months. 

A spokeswoman for the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders made her assertions that there will 
be little movement following release of the 
Hometrack house price index, which explained 


that house prices increased by 0.2 per cent in 
April. 

Furthermore, the supply of homes for sale - 
coming in at 3.7 per cent of the market as a 
whole - is outstripping demand, which 
remains at a comparatively low one per cent. 

The representative further explained that 
there would be a major slowing-down in the 
market and asserted that the organisation 
was not expecting too much movement on 
prices or transactions. 

She continued: “There’ll be a few ups and 
downs as we go along which is to be expected 
but at the moment there are very, very low lev¬ 
els of transactions. 

“Not very many people out there are actual¬ 
ly buying houses or mortgaging houses at the 
moment.”

Stones set for another 
round of talks with Ash

MAIDSTONE United chairman 
Paul Bowden-Brown insists the 
outlook for the club is “positive” 
despite a meeting with sharehold¬ 
er Oliver Ash that failed to resolve 
the issue of an outstanding debt of 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Ash’s company, Richmond, are overdue pay¬ 
ment of a loan made to the Kent club and can 
call the debt in at any time, potentially putting 
the Stones at risk. 

An initial meeting on May 7 aimed at set¬ 
tling the dispute ended in stalemate and after 
a second meeting last week, Bowden-Brown 
would only say: “Discussions are going on 
regarding the future of the club and are posi¬ 
tive.” 

Ash, who owns 25 per cent of Maidstone, 
declined to comment for the time being. 

Bowden-Brown also defended the club after 
it was criticised for a statement clarifying 
events surrounding a failed bid to the Football 
Foundation (FF) in 2008. 

The Stones prepared a bid in August 2008, 
applying for a grant of £1,150,000 towards 
their proposed new stadium at James 
Whatman Way, but three months later it was 


announced the bid had been rejected. 

Confusion arose last week when it emerged 
the FF had never received a bid, but the 
Maidstone chairman said informal consulta¬ 
tions with the foundation effectively constitut¬ 
ed a rejection. 

“We sat down with two very important peo¬ 
ple at the foundation, who said that although 
it was one of the best bids they’d ever seen 
from a presentation point of view, there were 
two problems,” he said. “One, we were a limit¬ 
ed company and not strictly a not-for-profit 
organisation, and two, there was the 3G (arti¬ 
ficial pitch) aspect.” 

On the transfer front the club are making 
progress and are looking at central midfielders 
and strikers as their main targets this sum¬ 
mer, but won’t find that easy with continued 
speculation that players haven’t been paid 
deferred wages, amounting to about six weeks. 

Assistant manager Tony Cornwell said: 
“We’re looking in various areas but at the 
moment central midfield and up front are the 
most important areas we are looking to 
strengthen. Defensively we seem to be okay, 
but we may need to bring some additional 
players. It will all become clearer by the end of 
the month.” 

The Stones have confirmed four pre-season 
friendlies with Peter Nott’s side due to travel 
to Erith & Belvedere (July 17), Thamesmead 
Town (July 31), Whitstable Town (August 10) 
and Chatham Town (August 14).

MULTIPLE world sidecar champion Tim 
Reeves will compete in the Isle of Man TT next 
month after securing the sponsorship required 
to do battle in the notorious road race. 

The Maidstone-based sidecar veteran admit¬ 
ted last month his chances of competing at the 
famous road race were slim after one of his 
major sponsors withdrew. But increased sup¬ 
port from existing backers Double M Racing 
and Haith booked his place on the start line. 

The 38-year-old is a three-time world champi¬ 
on but has never won the prestigious event on 
the epic 37.7-mile Manx road course. The closest 
he has come to reaching the top step of the podi¬ 
um was a third-place finish on his debut in 2008. 


Reeves said: “We had a few problems with 
sponsorship early on but thankfully that is all 
behind us now and we are now getting ready 
for the TT. I was really unsure if it was going 
to happen this year but they’ve pulled me out 
the mire and I’m now fully focused on getting 
the F2 bike ready in time and repaying them 
with the best result I possibly can.” 

Joining Reeves at the TT is Maidstone rider 
Steve Mercer, who is aiming to win the priva¬ 
teer superbike category. It will be the 28-year- 
old’s second visit to the island after finishing 
as the top rookie in the event last year. Despite 
bruising his lungs, kidneys and spine in an 
accident at Oliver’s Mount last month, he is 
determined to line up on the grid. 

Free practice on the island starts this 
Saturday.
